_ It is unfortunate but by no means 
‘uncommon to be “dunned” for in- 
come tax and other debts. Irritated 
citizens, however, can console them- 
selves by reflecting that the 
“dun” originated as far back as the 
reign of Henry VII. At that time 
there was a bailiff of the City of 
London who rejoiced in the name of 
Joe Dunn. So ‘successful was Joe 
Dunn in getting money out of delin- 
quent debtors that the merchants of 
that day.used to say ‘I shall have to 
Dunn him” when they resolved as a 
last resource to take proceedings to 
recover: their debt. Hence the name 
of this pioneer professional collector 
of debts crept gradually into the lan- 
guage, until it was adopted to sifnify 
urgent and persistent demands for 
payments, 

The Hobson of the popular phrase,
